PARADE A DISAPPOINTMENT. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 2—[Spectal.J— 
Admiral Dewey arrived in Washington just 


on time tonight, reported to the Secretary 


of the Navy, grasped the President’s hand 
in cordial fashion, listened to a few words 
of welcome from his chief, was presented to 
the Cabinet, waited half an hour to review 
@ parade, watched it for an hour, and was 
ready to go to bed three hours after he 
reached the city, His reception was warm, 
enthusiastic, and democratic, and. his greet- 
ing at the White House particularly in-* 


formal and becoming. 


With the flag on the Navy department fly- 
ing the signal Welcome, Admiral.“ and 
amid the screeching of whistles and the 
booming of guns from the warships on the 
river front, Admiral Dewey arrived. The 
time was 6:30. The Admiral was prompt to 
the minute. - 

Unfortunately for the Admiral’s home- 
coming the local reception was lacking in 
dignity and good order, and the President 
and the Admiral were forced to sit shivering 
for half an hour in an open reviewing stand 
only witness a petty parade of straggling 
civic societies, cadets, and similar bodies, 
wholly out of keeping with the occasion. 

It is an open secret that the administration 
is mortified over the affair and indignant at 
being led into such an inadequate local dis- 
play. The local committee promised much, 
but unfortunately. failed to perform its 
share of the work in a satisfactory manner. 


Better Success Today. 
Fortunately. for the credit of the capital, 
tomorrow's ceremonies promise to be not 
only unique but in every way worthy of 
Dewey. He will drive to the Capitol wit 
President McKinley, escorted by sail 
from his own Olympia, martnes, infantry, 
cavalry, artillery, and a brilliant cavalcade 
of Admirals and Generals. At the Capitol 
at noon he will be presented with the sword 
of honor voted him by Congress, with 
but impressive ceremonies. 
iu the evening the long corridor at the 
White House win be the scene of a brilliant 
dinner party given by the President to four- 
Score of distinguished guests, when the Ad- 
mira! and his exploit will be toasted in fitting 
“fashion. 
In the afternoon the President and the Ad- 


miral will have an oportunity to talk over 


the stirring events of the last two years. 
Their meeting tonight in the library of the 
White House was strictly private, and there 
were no witnesses to what actually passed 
between the two great men. It lasted only 
afew minutes, affairs of state, past, present, 


and future, being left entirely to subsequent 


interviews. 

Admiral Dewey looked strong and well, 
walked with elastic steps, and frequently 
expressed his delight at coming home,“ 
as he always calls Washington, and it is 
hoped by his friends here that the official 
ceremonies tomorrow will fully atone for 
the unfortunate civic reception tonight. If 
no ill-health follows the needless exposure 
the failure of the local committee will be 
charitably forgotten in the honors of tomor- 
row.

As the Admiral left the station the crowd

It seemed a miracle that 
no one was injured, but the officers were 
instructed to protect the \dmiral from his 
enthusiastic admirers, no iter what the 
cost. 

Marching beside and in the nie of the 
Admiral’s carriage were about 200 negroes, 
each of whom was no less than six feet tall. 
Each man carried a metal rod, upon the top 
of which was what appeared to be a huge 
firecracker, and these gave forth flames of 
red fire. On either side of Pennsylvania 
avenue, which was carefully roped/ off, there 
were dense crowds of cheering people. who,

The build- 
ing was covered with incandescent lights 
from the ground to the roof, and across the 
center were the words of President McKin- 
ley’s famous message to Admiral Dewey 
when he instructed him to capture or de- 
stroy the Spanish fleet. To the left of the 
building was emblazoned the words of 
Dewey’s instructions to the Captain of the 
Olympia: ‘“‘ When you are ready, Gridley, 
you may fire.” It was at this spot that 
Dewey received his warmest reception. In 
every window government clerks were 
packed, and they did themselves proud by 
the noise they made as the Admiral was 
driven by. |

marked by continuous cheering, all of which 
seemed to be gratifying to the Admiral, as 
was shown by the way in which he 1 
knowledged the applause.

Algonquin.” 

The only thing which dan prevent a start 
at 11 o’clock or a few minutes before or 
after is either too much or too little wind. 
It is hardly possible, according to weather 
conditions tonight, that there will be too 
little wind, and it is not believed there will 
be too much unless a storm comes up, which 


the weather-wise people are not now look- 


ing for. 
Fall weather seems to have set in here. 
During the last three days light overcoats 


have been discarded and winter ones donned, 


and the man who expects to be comfortable 
at tomorrow’s race had best take an ulster 
along. With the cold weather have come 
brisk winds, which make the protected inner 
harbor rather rough, while outside, where 
the race is to be sailed, whitecaps are plen- 
tiful. Consequently the forecast of “ fair 
to brisk winds” will, im all likelihood, be 
more than fulfilled, and a half gale, necessi- 
tating reefs and forbidding extra sails, is 
expected. | 
See Victory for Columbia. 

Columbia’s friends are hopeful, however, 
as it will be a beat to windward and return 
before the wind. It is acknowledged on all 
sides that Columbia can outfoot Shamrock 
before the wind, while it is also claimed that 
the American can also outdo the Irish boat 
in beating to windward. If this claim is cor- 
rect the event is as good as decided, barring 
accidents, but Sir Thomas Lipton and his 
friends seem to think that their craft is the 
superior in windward work. | 

The wisest of the yachtsmen seem to be 
the least positive as to the result of tomor- 
row’s race, contenting themselves by say- 
ing that it will be valuable as showing the 
relative capacities of the two boats and fur- 
nishing a line by which the result of the 
remaining contests can be more accurately 
forecasted. 

But while the admirers of Columbia are 
confident of the success of their favorite in 
a straightaway course they say Shamrock’s 
turn will come Thursday when the triangu- 
—— is sailed. It is known.that Sham- 
rock’s best speed is in ‘reaching with the 
wind either oh the fore or stern quarter, and 
it is with such a wind at least two of the 
three legs of this course will be sailed. 
Mr. Iselin, however, seems confident that 
Columbia can beat Shamrock even at this 
style of sailing. 


So far there has been little betting on the | 


result. There are all sorts of stories about 
$50,000 having been sent over from England 
to bet on Shamrock and a purse raised on 
the Stock Exchange to meet it, but up to 


date none of this money has been received. | 


The wagers so far made have been in com- 
paratively small sums, the odds being 100 to 
80 on Columbia.

Price Asks for Gunboats.. 

‘Major Price requested Rear Admiral Wat- 
son to send two gunboatstohis support. 
The fighting began on Saturday, when Cap- 
tain Brown took the same battalion that dis- 
tinguished itself at Perez das Marinas and 
Lieutenant Knakenshue’s scouts against a 
large force of insurgents on the Perez das 
Marinas road, and a general engagement 
followed.

No Cabinet meeting has yet been fixed,

that Kruger will accept anything short of 
a practically complete backdown of the 
home government.

Boer Troops Line Frontier. 

Late reports here are that the Boers are 
busily concentrating their forces at stra- 
tegical positions along the frontiers of the 
Transvaal, one command being at Komati 
Poort, qn the border of Portuguese east 
Africa.

length. This was a delicate operation, and ] 


required time. A plumb line was hung from 
the stern head to the water, and another 
from the taffrail to the water. Measurer 
Hyslop, Nat Herreshoff, and Jesse Connell 
got into a boat and pulled under the Colum- 
bia’s bow. A long pine batten was floated 
under the yacht’s bow until the end of it 
struck the hull just at the water line, and 
was held there by means of two lines lead. 
ing up on either side of the yacht's bow. 

The measurer then went to the outward 
end of the batten, and marked it just where 
the plumb line hanging from the stem- 
head crossed it. Thus by taking’ off the 
batten from where it was marked to the in- 
board end they obtained the length of the 
forward overhang. The same method was 
employed in getting the length of the over- 
hang aft. 

Mr. Hyslop went on deck and measured 
the boat over all, that is, from stemhead to 
taffrail. Then, by subtracting the sum of 
the forward and after overhangs from the 
length over all he obtained the length of the 
water line. 

After the exact measurement of the water 
line had been obtained it was found that the 
Columbia came considerably inside the 
ninety-foot limit. so much so that Iselin and 
Herreshoff thought that they could afford 
to sacrifice a few inches in order to give 
their boat more stability, and after a short 
consultation they sent the crew over to the 
tender St. Michael’s, and had 1,700 pounds 
of lead brought on board of Columbia and 
placed amidships on deck.

The writ was 
signed at a late hour tonight by the Judge 
at some place up-town. The lawyers then 
took the writ to Governor's Island to serve it 


upon the officer in charge there, but it was 


too late. 
The papers will be served upon General 


Wesley Merritt, commander of the Depart- 
ment of the East, and Captain Benjamin K. 
Roberts at an early hour tomorrow morning. 

They have not yet been sworn to by Carter, 
the lawyers having been refused admission 
to his cell at the late hour they visited the 
island tonight. 

The writ is directed to General Merritt and 
Captain Roberts, ordering them to produce 
Captain Carter in Judge Lacombe’s court at 
Ii o' clock tomorrow morning. 

In his petition for the writ Lawyer Rose 
recites at length the circumstances of the 
case leading up to the trial and sentence and 
quotes article 60 of the articles of war, which 
provides that an officer found guilty of the 
crimes charged against Captain Carter shall 
be “‘ punished by fine or imprisonment or by 
such other punishment as the court-martial 
may adjudge."’ The petition then recites: 

- That having suffered punishment of 
dismissal and the degradation of the publi- 
eation of the crime and punishment as im- 
posed by said sentence, the imprisonment 


and detention of said Oberlin M. Carter are. 


without authority of law, and the further 
punishment and detention of said Oberlin

The petition contends, in other words, that 
the court-martial might have given any one 
of the several sentences provided, but in 
giving both fine and imprisonment it erred 
and rendered the sentence void.

_ PREJUDICE AGAINST JEWS. 
Dr. Hirsch preached last Sunday to a 
negro congregation on “race prejudice,” 


of which both negroes and Jews are more 


or less victims. In the opinion of the 
doctor “race prejudice arises from the fact 
that men do not know each other.” So 
the greatest prejudice against the Jews 
ie in places where there are no Jews, and 
the prejudice against negroes arises from 
the fact that the white race does not know 
the negroes.” ; 

This is too broad a statement. The 
most unreasonable and cruel manifestations 
of prejudice against Jews have been in 
communities in eastern Burope where there 


‘are many of them and where they have 


dwelt side by side with Gentiles for cen- 
turies, Anti-Semite Germans and French- 
men have raved ag wildly as any prejudiced 
Russian, but the Russian Jews have suf- 
fered the most in person and property. 
Formerly, in the United States, in sec- 
tions where there were few Jews, the only 


prejudice against them grew out of linger- 


ing religious animosity. There was no 
feelmg a Jews on account of what 
they were, but on account of what their 
ancestors were aceused of having done. 
Doctor Hirsch says aleo that “race 
prejudice fails to distinguish between the 
individual and the community.

Happily there is comparatively little race 
prejudice in the United States at this time, 
except asiregards the blacks. There isa color 
difference there. No such difference stands 
in the way of the recognition of the good 
qualities of the Jewish race or of other 
races, and those good qualities receive 
full recognition. The Jews are judged now 
by their best men as well as their worst 
men, and the community is better acquaint- 


ed with the former than it is with the latter.

Matters in south Africa are fast approaching a 
point where the average newspaper reader will 
need a little more than the average knowledge of 
Dutch words to understand what is going on, and 
of Dutch pronunciation to talk about it without 


seeking for the causes of these 
flagrant divorces and of the weakening

confusion and mutual misunderstanding. It 
might seem strange to Paul Kruger that the cit- 


( izens of this originally Dutch settlement should 


be in any doubt as to the pronunciation of Dutch 
words; but then, if you come to that, the lineal 
descendants of the New York Dutch do not al- 
ways know how to pronounce the names they 
have inherited, in which strange ignorance they 
are distanced by the Irish-Americans, who often 
turn O’Meara into O’Meerer and Mahoney into 
Ma-HO-ney in two generations. | 
— 


What misleads the English-speaking American 
in the language of the Boers is its similarity in 
spelling to German. The confusion is increased 
by an occasional oversight of the London trans- 
mitters of Transvaal news, substituting, e. g.. 
the German stein for ** steen,’’ the Dutch for 
„stone.“ It looks as if the Dutch were philo- 
logically akin to the Germans more than to Eng- 
lish. The fact is just the reverse. BPEnglish, 
Dutch, and Flemish belong to one group of the 
Teutonic languages (Low Dutch); German is the 
only surviving written language of the other 
group (High Dutch). This once understood, it is 
not difficult, especially if one has read a little 
Chaucer, or even Spenser, to guess correctly the 
meanings of the Transvaal names which will soon 
fill all the European dispatches. ‘* Bloemfon- 
teln, for instance—pronounced ‘* Bloom-fone- 
tine —is Bloom Spring, or Flower Spring. 
Laing’s Nek needs no explanation. Majuba—pro- 
nounced, of course, Ma-yoo-ba—is not a Dutch 
word, except by right of adoption and conquest, 


but Kaffir. A Boer General is called a ‘* veld- 
heer, or “field lord.“ The veld is simply 
r „ the field ’"’—the open country, as when it is said 


an army takes the field.’ The rural guard or 
military police of the Transvaal are the veld- 
wachteren,’’ or field watchers. The veld in many 
parts of the Transvaal is much cut up by clefts 
or ravines, which the newspaper correspondents 
are sure to call by the Cape name of kloofs '’— 
pronounced klofes,’’ as, by the way, President 
Kruger’s pet name should be pronounced *“* Ome 
Powl.’’ You must also be sure, if you would do 
the proper thing, to speak of Oom Paul’s General, 
not as, if Joubert were a French name, but with 
the pronunciation Yow-bert. The members of the 
first and second!“ Raads,’’ or orders, of the Les. 
islature are called Jonkheeren "'—pronounced

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MEMORIAL TO SIMON DE MONTFORT, _ 
fort, Earl of Leicester, who is known as the 
founder of the English House of Commons. 
It was De Montfort: who first established 
the system of representation in the English 
Parliament as a check upon bad govern. 
ment of Henry IIL in 1264. Then the House 
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of Commons had but little influence, but, as 
the representatives of the people whe pay 
the taxes, they have tncreased little by little 
in power, until now the sovereign and the 
Lords have but little relative influence in the 
three estates. The monument is to be erected 
‘at Eversham, on the spot where the great 
Earl was buried. It is to take the form of 
an equestrian figure of Simon de Montfort 
in bronze under an aluminium canopy, with. 
figures in bronze Henry III., Queen 
Eleanor, the Countess of Leicester, and 
Bishop Grosseteste grouped around on a 
erase base.

POLICE BENEFIT DRAWS WELL. 


Audience at Performance of “A Female :

A statement of finances is being made for 
the Board of Commissioners of the Police 
and Firemen’s Pension Fund by the Con- 
troller. The report is to be presented at the 
next regular meeting of the commissioners. 
Though the figures for the report have not 
yet been calculated sufficiently to be entire- 
ly accurate, the. police fund has on hand only 
about 512.000 aside from the estimated rev- 
enue from the newly collected saloon and 
dog licenses for the present year. 

The addition of the widows of policemen 
to the pension eligibles has added a large 
source of drain to the fund, and Controller 
Kerfoot predicts a scaling of pensions or a 
suspension of business. The last Legisla- 
ture passed an amendment to the act creat- 
ing the fund providing for the extra pen- 
sions for widows and children of deceased 
policemen, adding about forty-five eligibles 
to the list. These agreed to waive the ques- 
tion of back pension, provided the money 
was paid them from July 1, and this was 
voted by the board. This considerably de- 
creased the revenue for the new pensions, 
and the number of new names which have 
appeared on the lists recently have still 
further drained the treasury.

One of the 
children, Ollie Pelkenton, 890 South Leay- 
itt street, had been taken immediately to 
Dr. Lagorio’s institute and treated with the 
Pasteur serum. |

380 much a matter of course have rail- 
ways become to the present generation that 
a history of the Erie road reada like a novel 
in many of its episodes rather than the 
plain, unvarnished chronicle of a great busi- 
ness enterprise. But the large and imposing 
tome called Between the Ocean and the 
Lakes,“ in which Edward Harold Mott has 
recorded the transactions of this huge un- 
dertaking, makes certain the little consid- 
ered fact that much of our national pros- 
perity is due to this and similar corporations, 
in spite of manif abuses which have 
sometimes obscured the real and lasting ben- 
efits they were accomplishing. ‘‘ No more 
obscure districts,” the motto flown in a 
little New York village the day the road 
was opened to Lake Erte, is not the least of 
railway achievements. 

The trials and difficulties of the révolution- 
ary war were the first incentive to the build- 
ing of a great thoroughfare across the State 
of New York, and General Clinton and Gen- 
eral Sullivan were ardent advocates of it. 
When, in 1817, the project for the Erie Canal 
was laid before the e Legislature, the 
proposition of Colo John Stephens to 
build a steam railroad, which would be 
cheaper and more efficient, was already five 
years old, but had only made its far-seeing 
author ridiculous. But Clinton won the 
support of the counties not immediately 
benefited by the canal through his promise of 
a highway over the land to give them the 
same outlet to market. 

The real history of the Erie line begins in 
1829, when William C. Redfield of New York 
issued a pamphlet most remarkable for its 
detailed prophecy of the future of railways. 
Setting down the route which the Erie after- 
wards adopted, he concluded by saying of the 
Northwest: This great plateau will, in- 
deed, one day be intersected by thousands, 
of miles of railway communications, and se 
rapid will be the increase of its population 
and resources that many persons now living 
will probably see most or all of this accom- 
plished!“ 

It is impossible to follow the various steps, 
from the meeting at Monticello in 1831 and 
the chartering of a company with 66,000,000 
capital in the same year. The road was 
finally opened through from the ocean to 
the lake on May 14; 1851, after surmounting 
difficulties of a hundred sorts which left 
the completed road one of the first impor- 
tance. At 6 o'clock that morning the first 
long-distance excursion ever given by an 
American railway left New York City ina 
heavy rain. President Fillmore was there, 
Daniel Webster, and 300 more. They made 
a run of thirty-four miles in thirty-five min- 
utes even then, and the affair was a great 
success.

STATE FEDERATION’S ANNUAL CON- 
VENTION TO OPEN AT DANVILLE. 


There Will Be One Hundred Delegates. 
Present, Fifteen from Chicago—Ac- 
tion Likely to He Taken on Employ- 
ers’ Liability Law and on the Sub- 
ject of Protection for Non-Union 


Workmen, but No Program of Busi- | the 


ness Is Made Up. 


The seventeenth annual convention of the 
State Federation of Labor will open at Dan- 
ville today. Nearly 100 detegates are ex- 
pected from all parts of the State. Chicago 
will be represented by fifteen delegates. 
Five of these were elected by the Chicago 
Federation and the others will be appointed 
by various organizations. The planomakers 
will send three delegates, of whom the Presi- 
dent of the State Federation, Charles Dold, 
will be one. The cigarmakers wlll send one, 
the sheet metal workers two, the stationary 
firemen two, and the progressive engineers 
two. The five elected by the Federation are: 
James E. Daley, Barney Cohen, Walter Car- 
mody, Edward Ryan, and John Mangon. 
The Chicago delegates wil leave for Dan- 
ville early this morning. 


Program of Business in Doubt. | 

It is not Known what business will be 
brought before the convention. Members 
of the Chicago delegation say they con- 
template no important action. It is prob- 
able that the State federation will indorse 
the resolution passed by the Chicago fed- 
eration and the Building Trades council 
demanding that the Legislature amend the 
employers’ liability act by eliminating the 
$5,000 limit clause. It is probable, also, that 
the federation will take some action in re- 
gard to the resolution favored by the rad- 
ical wing of the labor party, asking a law 
forbidding the Chief of Police or the com- 
mander of the State Militia to give protec- 
tion to non-union men on their way to work. 
It is not thought probable that the resolution 
in its present form will be adopted, but a 
modification of it may pass. 


Likely to Re-elect President Dold. 

President Dold probably will be reélected. 
He is at present filling the positions of Sec- 
retary and Treasurer as well as that of 
President, as the officers elected at the six- 
teenth convention have resigned. President 
‘Dold says that he is in favor of a closer 
union between the State labor organizations. 
At the present there is too much local feel- 
ing, the unions of one city or town not al- 
ways being willing to help other ett 
izations.

The teacher's 
first business is to win the heart, and through 
the heart the will of his pupils; and to this end a 
generous faith in them is the most effective means. 
The weak and the ignorant are the quickest to 
threaten and punish, and it is only where teach-. 
ers lack moral and intellectual power that they 
resort to harsh measures. : 
Rules and laws are of little use to those who 
have not been brought up to desire and love the 
guidance of law. He who is grounded in faith in 
the principle of law will become a ‘moe man, a 


good Christian, a good citizen; and nothing el 

will make him so. Faith in the principle of law 
is faith in God. : 
Let the teacher leave nothing undone to make 
brave, honest, chaste,. unenvious men and women, 
even though they fail in scholarship. If con- 
science is not sovereign it is nothing. | 
Courage is contagious. Brave thoughts, brave 
words, brave deeds—courage in his whale attitud 
towards life and death, towards God and man— 
this makes the teacher an educator, constitutes 
him a former and creator of men. 
Religion brings into accord our intellectual, 
moral, and emotional natures; it appeals to th 
imagination as nothing else ‘can. It is the inex- 
haustible fountain of hope, courage, anti patience; 
it gives an immovable basis to the ideas of right 
and duty; it justifies faith in the superiority of 
mind to matter; it is the bond which holds men 
together in the family and the state. How shall 
the teacher be a builder of character, a former 
of men, if he be not illumined, strengthened, and 
consecrated by divine faith? Culture, like relig- 
— is propagated from soul to soul, not devel- 


The whole question of educational 
progress is simply a question of employing good 
and removing incompetent teachers. And they 
who have experienced the best know how ex- 
tremely difficult this is. Ina university, at least, 
it should be possible, for a university is a home 
of great teachers or it is not a-university at all. 
Ths hero of a brilliant naval exploit, but just 
returned to his country, fills the whole land with 
the ‘noise of acclaiming voices. It is a tribute of 
the popular heart to the worth of courage, skill, 
and daring. It is a privilege to be able to feel the 
thrill of genuine admiration in the presence 

any high human quality, but the noblest hero 

he whose achievements are wholly beneficent, 
who triumphs and scatters blessings without 
bringing sorrow or death to any child of man. 
Such a hero is a great teacher, who lives from 
generation to generation, in minds made luminous.

of the plain people, as Lincoln described 
them, he is denounced as a demagogue. It 
is something like this—that man is a states- 
man whose ear is strained to catch the 
slightest pulsations of a pocketbook, while 
he is a demagogue who tries to listen to the 
heart-beat of humanity.”’ 1

GOV. SHAW REPLIES TO WHITE. 
Utterances on Trusts and 


— — 


ernor Shaw opened the campaign for the 
Republicans of Scott County in this city to- 
night, and answered the utterances of Fred 
White, Democratic candidate for Governor, 
at Davenport a few weeks ago. 

In his opening speech Candidate White 
had much to say about the trusts. He de- 
tailed in great length the evils arising from 
them and charged the Republican party 
with the entire responsibility for their ex- 
istence.. Governor Shaw tonight discussed. 
this quesion at length. He said both parties 
in their platforms had declared against the 
trusts, but neither party had found a definite 
method of treating them. The Republican 
party. passed a law on this subject which is 
now being enforced with good success in 
some parts of the country. The Democratic 
party had control of the government for four 
years, and while Bryan was a member of 
Congress it enacted a portion of the Repub- 
lican measure against trusts, but didn't add 
anything to it. 

We had United States District Attorneys 
all over the country at that time.”’ said he, 
but if they did anything towards enforcing 
the law against trusts they succeeded ad- 
mirably in keeping the knowledge of that 
fact from the people. 

We will admit, if you please, that the 
Republican party is responsible for trusts 
of a certain kind.“ said the Governor. Un- 
der Republican rule the farmer begins to 
look with longing eyes at the eighty which 
joins his farm, and so he goes to a friend 
and gets money enough to buy it and it soon 
pays for itself. That is a consolidation of 
capital. a Republican trust. When it comes 
Democratic times the farmer isn’t looking 
after more eighties; he is mighty apt to say: 
I've got more money now than I wish I 
had in this blamed old farm.“ [Laughter.] 

Governor Shaw tonight declared that the 
money question is the leading issue of the 
campaign and that other issues are dragged 
in by the Democrats for the purpose of de- 
ceiving the people. He referred to the fact 
that the Iowa Democratic platform indorses
